Claims 1-4, 8-11, 14-21, 25-28, 31-34 and newly added claim 46 are being responded 
to in this office action

The drawings have been approved by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner*s statement of reasons for allowance: 

In claim 1 (method claim) and claim 18 (system claim to perform method of claim 
1 ), applicant claims system and method for displaying plurality of markets which are 
represented by financial indicators for the market using geographic orientation, each of 
said financial indicator representing financial activity of a market in a particular 
geographic region, each said financial indicator including a plurality of sectors and each 
of said sectors including a plurality of financial instruments. Applicant's invention not 
only shows financial activity of financial instruments within a sector, plurality of sectors 
within a financial indicator in proportion to their respective weighting within a financial 
indicator representing a market, but also, demonstrates plurality of markets with their 
respective sectors and financial instruments within said respective sectors, wherein. 
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size of each market is also in proportion to plurality of markets being displayed on the 
geographic map. Applicant displays plurality of markets which are represented by 
financial indicators by: 

means and method for displaying a map, said map including plurality of 
geographic regions, wherein each of the market in the geographic region is represented 
by a financial indicator which includes plurality of sectors and financial instruments 
within the financial indicator.; 

means and method for simultaneously displaying on said plurality of geographic 
region of said map a visual indicator that represents the status of said respective 
financial indicator(s) along with their plurality of sectors and financial instruments with 
said sector(s), wherein said size of each of said financial indicator(s), their sector and 
financial instruments with the sectors are in proportion to weightings of said respective 
financial instrument(s); 

wherein each of said plurality of financial indicators in the geographic region of 
the map have a size in proportion to their market activity in comparison to other financial 
indicators on the geographic map. 

Claims 2-4, 8-11, 14-17 claim dependency on claim 1 and claims 19-21, 25-28, 
31-34 and 46 claim 18. 

Prior art Secrets of Using the IVlap of the Market teaches: 

means and method for displaying a map which includes plurality of sectors and 
financial instruments within respective sector wherein said size of each of financial 
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instruments within the sectors, and, plurality of sectors in the market are in proportion to 
weightings of their financial activity within said market; 

Prior art Secrets of Using the Map of the Market does not teach: 

means and method for displaying plurality of markets on a geographic map, 
wherein each of the market represented by financial indicator displays each market in 
proportion to weighting of their financial activities, and also, within each of the market, 
displaying plurality of sectors and financial instruments within respective sector wherein 
said size of each of financial instruments within the sectors, and, plurality of sectors in 
said plurality market are in proportion to weightings of their financial activity within said 
plurality of market; 

Prior art Wattenberg US Patent 5,774,878 teaches: 

means and method for displaying plurality of markets on a geographic map in a 
Grid Format with each of the market having plurality of financial instruments or sectors. 
All grids in Wattenberg invention are of same size. Wattenberg teaches to show 
financial activity of financial instruments and sectors on the same map. 

Prior art Wattenberg US Patent 5,774,878 does not teach: 

means and method for displaying plurality of markets on a geographic map in 
proportion to weightings of their financial activity on the geographic map, and, displaying 
plurality of sectors and financial instruments within respective sector wherein said size 
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of each of financial instruments within the sectors, and, plurality of sectors in said 
plurality market are in proportion to weightings of their financial activity within said 
plurality of market. 

Prior art Belzberg European Publication WO 9526005 A1 teaches: 

The computerized stock exchange trading system and method which includes a 
programmed interface by which data on a group of shares may be read from a 
spreadsheet formulated into an order and launched automatically or in response to a 
signal from an operator so as to trade an index or basket of shares instantaneously. 

Prior art Belzberg European Publication WO 9526005 A1 does not teach: 

means and method for displaying plurality of markets on a geographic map in 
proportion to weightings of their financial activity on the geographic map, and, displaying 
plurality of sectors and financial instruments within respective sector wherein said size 
of each of financial instruments within the sectors, and, plurality of sectors in said 
plurality market are in proportion to weightings of their financial activity within said 
plurality of market.
